Outsider Ordered From Court As Demo0^io0fails 



The failure of a demonstration against working conditions 
by a cr:w of fathers of dependent children in Hazard Tuesday 
shed light on an outside affiliation of the Appalachian Com- 
mittee for Full Employment. 

An organizer for the committee, George Goss, 21, of Alice 
Texas was accused by County Judge Babe C. Noplis of stirring 
up trouble among the men and was ordered out of the county 
courtroom during a hearing of grievancee. 

Eightaen of tho men had tignad affidavits protasting that 
althoygh thay aarn only $1 an hoyr, fhay ara baing forcad 
to provida thair own working tools and had to walk long dis- 
tancas to thair |obs. Most of tha man daniad a raport that a 
strika for $1.25 an hour, tha fadaral minimum waga, was baing 
contamplatad. 

Judge Nolplis and Mrs. Barbara Turner, field representa^ 
tive for the State Department of Economic Security, called 
the hearing after the affidavits and covering letter were sent 
to Governor Edward T. Breathitt. 

Clay Collins, one of the demonstrators, said, “they (ref- 
erring to Goss and Berman Gibson) told us the signed papers 
would be brought to the department in Hazard and then to 
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the county Judge.*’ Instead, they were sent to Frankfort.

Program Financad By Fadaral Monay 

The aid to Unemployed Fathers of Dependent Children 
project is financed primarily by federal money, which ac- 
counts for ao cents of every dollar spent. The state puts up 
the other 20 cents. Kentucky has set aside $1,700,000 for the 
project. 

After screening a>nd acceptance by the Employment Of- 
fice, the men are assigned to crews which work for the state 
highway department, county and city governments, and the 
Kentucky Division of Forestry, to name a few. 

Th# original Appalachian Committa# was organized by 
Gibaon, former leader of roving goal-mine pickets, who is 
free under $10,000 bond pending retrial on charges of con- 
spiracy and dynamiting of railroad bridges. 

Goss identified the committee as a “poor man’s w’orklng 
committee.” Membership in the committee hovers near 400 



with all but a few living In Perry County. 

Under questioning, Goss admitted that typed the letter 
to Breathitt and helped with the affidavits. He Inferred his 
task within the n;w organization was to advl.«!e on legal mat- 
ters. 

Judge Noplis told the young Texan, “if you have come 
here to represent these men, to be their lawyer, I think it 
fair to warn you that practicing law without a licence is 
illegal, I can hold you in contempt.” 

The Judge continued, ”1 think I will let you go beck 
to Texes. There is en awful lot of space in Texas. You 
are not in this work program end you are not involved. 
You can step out.“ 

Dissident Groups Abound In Texas 

Texas has become known recently as a seedbed for dissi- 
dent groups, extremists on both the right and left and the 
Judge intimated Hazard has no place for outsiders with un- 
wanted outside affiliations. Goss is a member of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, concerned with man’s right in court, an 
extremely liberal group, and Is chairman of the Southwest 
Student Action Coordinating Committee, an outspoken Civil 
Rights group.

Outsider Is Uncertain About God 

After Judge Noplis had ordered Go.ss out of the courtroom, 
a small group of people talked with him on various subjects. 
When asked if he believed in God, Goss replied, “I’m not sure 
there is a God.” 

Intide the courtroom. Judge Noplit edmonithod each 
of the eighteen men because they had listened to someene 
who “wants us to fight with each other" end who had 
''misrapresented the situation to you fellows.” 

The men said they had no complaints other than the re- 
quirement of providing their own tools and walking too far to 
work. Some of them said they signed their names without 
reading the affidavits and asked withdrawal of their com- 
plaints. 

Judge Noplis told the men the county would pro\-ide what 
tools it could afford but couldn't provide transportation.

(Probably the most ixipular for syrups are blueberry, boysen- 
berry, loganberry and raspberry, but try the one you like best; 

You will 
also need sugar; light corn syrup. Unsoented white facial tissues 
to give the syrup the magic touch of rlearness. Fruit jars, pre- 
ferably pint or half pints and lids. Something to use as a boiling- 
water bath.

People should can and preserve all surplus 
vegetables and fruits they can lay hands on as 
winter is soon coming, and even the ants and 
bees know enough to lay up for cold winter. 
Some say they do not have cans, but many 
vegetables and fruits are just as good dried 
and pickled^ Many groceries and restaurants 
have loads of large containers that are thrown 
away — they would gladly give people to put 
th’ir food in. 

Speaking of pre.serving food, we learned 
through our mother that our great-grand- 
mother, whom some of our family claims was 
Indian, pr: served her pumpkin, and apple 
butter, by using wooden barrels and placing 
it below the frost line in the ground. /Ml winter 
long all they did was lift the frozen lid of dirt 
and cover off dipping out what they wanted 
to eat, sounds down right ^ood. We our selves 
remember when we lived on our farm going to 
the apple and potato hole, all winter k)hg and 
getting some of the best of food. Also the big 
cabbage heads, that were just pulled up by 
root and turned upside dodn, with dirt-piled 
around them. 

Enough a^ut food. Our mountain section 
seems to continue to obtain new and better 
buildings. The Buckhorn lodge which we visit- 
ed rec ntly is going to be dedicated Aug. 14th. 
We will have a special supplement for our 
:>aper. also an edition of The Herald will honor 
.his new addition to our economy.

j of a flood-control law passed by the last 
, legislature. The law describes the riv* 

^ er’s flood way as that part of the stream 
^ which carries off flood waters, and ex* 

; pressly forbids the filling in of the river 
banks with any matter that will impede 
^ the flow of flood waters. (The law is 
[ printed on Tage 2, 1st Section.) 

Yet on at least two pieces of river- 
bank property on Hazard’s Main St., 
tons of fill material have been dumped 
to increase the limits of the property. 
The fill has apparently not extended be- 
yond the .water’s edge, but it has cover- 
ed the river bank, changing the bank’s 
shape from a gradual slope to a vertical 
wall, thereby causing future flood wa- 
ters to back up that much more up- 
stream. 

The new law is careful to empower 
local law enforcement authorities with 
jurisdiction over such matters. The 
Mavor. the County Judge, the County 
and City attorneys all have the power to 
enforce the new state law against pres- 
ent offenders and to see that the prac- 
tice does not recur. Any citizen has a 
right to complain against his river-bed 
being filled, an act which constitutes a 
Ithreat to property that is upstream and 
Jwithin the flood zone. 

3 Perhaps no great difference in the 
next flood’s crest level will be made bv 
the Main Street properties who have al- 
ready filled in their river banks. But if 
such a practice is continued — and once 
the precedent js established it will un- 
doubtedly be repeated all up and down i 
the river— several feet could be added 
to the level of the next flood. 

There is no sense in crying “We : 
Want Flood Control” to the federal i 
government if our local citizens refuse 
to obey flood-control laws. . .

The face of a towm la determifted by many factors. Most 
important of these Is the determination of the dtlaens to 
stay with their city, to build and improve it, and work toward 
an ultimate goal of economic stability, tf not prosperity 
Hazard has been caught In the throes of an tconomic depres- 
sion for the past d?cade. During such a period, the face of 
a town usually changes; desolation and despair become §yn- 
onymous with living. This has not been the case in Hazard. 

Five years have passed since this writer was in Hazard 
for any appreciable >?ngth of Ume. In that period, the city 
has remodeled its face and str.ngthed its chance for future 
success. Behind th* dynamic leadership of aeveral dedicated 
men, the desolation and despair have reverted to reaoilute 
hope. 

One of the first changes a p?fion notices entering the 
city Is the neatness beside the road. Wh?n I left Hazard in 
1959, that area between Combs Drive-fn, then known as 
Smyly's. and town was a catch all for junk and trash. 
Main Street has not changed much. Some stores have ac- 
quiesc^ Po progress and remodeled; the courthouse ia gone. 

It is in other sections of Hazard that a great change, ap- 
parent and pleasing, has been wrought. 

On the by**pass new buildings have sprung up. First 
cam? the Telephone Building, then the Health Department, 
and the Social Security Building. 

Continuing down the by pass and up East Main, the 
parking lots remind of the huge building that once stood 
there, A building that fostered Hazard’s infamous “shootout 
at the Wheel.’’ 

Big Bottom has changed and the drive through that area 
is pleasant. Woodland Park remains ths showplace of Haz- 
ard with its fine homes and lovely yards. 

Casting a glance upward, La Citadelle stands 

as a monument to the faith of businessmen in our community 
as well as a tourist attraction. Around it, a mountain once 
used for picnics and hikes, has become an intriguing resi- 
dential area. 

D:cent. lowccst apartment houses have been erected in 
the Walkertown section of Hazard and on Liberty St., Roads 
and streets are kept in a good state of repair under the ac- 
celerated works program, and Hazard has a water 

treatment plant .second to none among cities its size. 

The preceding has been done. What we now must 
consider is the future of our town. The new super highways 
are a start toward economic solvency, because with such a 
highway system will come Magic Mountain, a dream that, 
when realized, will bring money and tourists into the com- 
munity at an unprecedented pace. With the completion of 
the Carr s Fork Dam, coupled with the highway, industry will 
be more inclined to look at Hazard for possible plant sites. 

Even now outsid3 interests have chosen our town for 
future business investments, not the least of which will be 
Jerry’s Drive4n. This huge and highly profitable chain only 
places its restaurants where It feels certain there is a prom- ( 
ising economic future. v

When I spoke to members of the Kentucky 
General Assembly who met in Frankfort last 
we:k to discuss the possibilities of a state ac- 
commodations law, I said I hoped e\Tery Ken- 
tucky citizen would respect all laws, including 
those relating to civil rights. 

I said this because I realize that this is a 
time of readjustment for many people in 
Kentucky and that there could be some tempta- 
tion to ignore or even to defy the avil Rights 
Act just passed by Congress and signed into 
law by President Johnson 

I realize that many Kentuckians are going 
^ have to alter their thinking as a result of 
!his law. I realize that it means change and 
that many of our citizens are going to have a 
problem — a personal problem — adjusting to that 
change. 

Of course. I also realize that the law means 
greater opportunity for many of our citizens. 
And it means added dignity and respect for 
many thousands of our people who have been 
denied that opportunity, dignity and respect 
simply because they were born a different 
color from the majority of us. 



It is my fondest hope that no citizen of 
our state will begrudge these added measuriB 
of citizenship now given to their fellow citi- 
zens. 

But, regardless of personal feelings, it U 
important that all Kentuckians respect the neiw 
Civil Rights Act passed by Congress just |b 
they respect other laws. It is not the rigjit 
of any of us to choose the laws we will respect 
and o^y. Obedience of all laws Is a requisite 
of civilized conduct and is the basis of organized 
society. V 

Everybody loses when the law is defied 
and these losses may range from the loss of 
personal freedom to th? destruction of prop- 
erty, to economic loss because of interrupted 
business, to personal injury, and even to tie 
loss of life. 

Kentucky has been almost free of strife 
and discord during recent years as minori^ 
groups have been granted rights that hid 
previously been denied them— rights that wexe 
actually no gift from any one but rights that 
were theirs all along. 

I am sure there are many communities In 
other states that would advise Kentucky com- 
munities to use courage, calmness, and com- 
mon sense if there is any prospect of a crisis 
developing over civil rights. This advice would 
come from communities whose citizens forgot 
their respect for law and order and to whom 
much suffering has come as a result. 

Courage may be required of Kentuckians 
to stand up for a law that might be unpopular 
in some ares. Calmness is called for because 
actions taken in a frenzied atmosphere wlH 
likely prove the wrong actions and results In 
damage to all concerned. Common sense is 
necessary because any change or readjust- 
ment is difficult and calls for the best judg- 
ment and discretion that is in us. 

I hope all Kentuckians will display these 
traits in the weeks and months ahead as the 
effect of the new law becomes felt throughout 
the Conunon wealth. 

This is no time for emotional outbursts, 
l^is is no time for demonstrations. This is a 
time for citizenship and I hope each Kentuck- 
ian will make good citizenship his special busi- 
ness during this period.

SHAKERTOWN, of Pleasant Hill, city 
af a famous extinct religious sect, is 
being restored near Harrodsburg at a 
cost of more than $2 million. It will be 
both o tourist complex and on educational 
center. Shakertown was founded in 1805 
when o small bond of Mercer Countions 
embraced the Shaker doctrine of celibacy, 
separation from the world, confession of 



sins and communal sharing of goods. 
Membership grew eventually to 500 and 
Pleasant Hill was regarded as the most 
beautiful and successful of several such 
colonies in the United States. It grad- 
ually declined after the Civil War ond in 
1910 the lost dozen members deeded 
awoy their remaining lands in return for 
core during their lifetime.
